Principal  Changes  in  the  Rules  for  1924 

In  Rule  I,  Section  3,  the  Committee  has  added  its  approval  to  the  so-called 
''offset"  goal  posts  so  that  either  straight  line  posts  or  offsets  are  legal. 

In  Rule  3,  Section  3,  there  is  an  answer  to  the  generally  increasing  com- 
plaint that  certain  stiff  shoulder  guards  and  protectors  were  dangerous. 
The  Committee  has  legislated  that  shoulder  guards  must  be  padded  outside 
as  well  as  inside  and  cleats  must  not  be  dangerously  sharp,  and  has  urged  all 
officials  to  relentlessly  enforce  every  phase  of  the  rule  relating  to  equipment. 

Under  Rule  6  comes  the  elimination  of  tees.  All  tees  are  swept  out  of 
existence,  but  on  place-kick  a  player  may  hold  the  ball  on  the  ground  for 
the  kicker.  The  ball  is  now  kicked  off  from  the  middle  of  the  field  instead 
of  from  the  40-yard  line.  Section  9  has  been  altered  so  that  any  part  of 
the  player's  person  being  out  of  bounds  counts  just  the  same  as  the  foot. 

Under  Rule  9  the  Committee  has  practically  placed  shift  plays  in  the 
hands  of  officials  by  legislating  that  players  must  come  to  an  absolute  stop 
and  remain  stationary  in  their  new  positions  sufficiently  long  to  prevent 
any  doubt  in  the  minds  of  the  officials  as  to  the  legality  of  the  play. 

Rule  10 — The  5-yard  line  has  been  changed  to  the  3-yard  line. 

In  Rule  14  is  the  evidence  of  the  Committee's  desire  to  speed  up  the 
game  and  prevent  unnecessary  and  unreasonable  delays.  The  official  may 
arbitrarily  call  time  whenever  he  thinks  a  team  is  unreasonably  delaying 
putting  the  ball  in  play  and  may  warn  them  or  penalize  them.  In  the 
case  of  calling  of  time  for  substitutions  or  for  other  reasons  which  appear 
to  the  official  to  be  with  the  intent  of  lengthening  the  game,  he  may 
instruct  the  timekeeper  not  to  stop  the  w^atch  but  let  time  run  on.  Cap- 
tains may  now  ask  that  time  be  called  four  times  in  each  half,  but  the 
penalty  for  a  greater  number  of  requests  has  been  increased  to  five  yards. 

In  Rule  16  the  screening  of  the  forward  pass  has  been  checked  by  a 
ruling  that  ineligible  players  must  keep  out  of  the  way  of  the  players  of 
the  side  which  did  not  make  the  pass,  else  they  are  liable  to  a  penalty  for 
interfering  with  the  defensive  side's  opportunity  to  reach  the  ball.  The 
Field  Judge  and  Umpire  both  are  to  watch  violations  under  Section  3. 

Rule  17  puts  a  stop  to  the  receiver  of  the  forward  pass  running  out  of 
bounds  and  then  coming  back  into  the  field  of  play  to  receive  the  pass. 
Under  this  same  rule  the  last  10-yard  penalty  remaining  in  the  book  has 
been  changed  to  15  yards,  namely,  intentionally  throwing  a  forward  pass  to 
the  ground.    It  has  been  made  legal  to  decline  the  penalty  on  a  forward  pass. 

Rule  18  finishes  up  the  entire  matter  relating  to  on^side  kicks.  If  a 
kicked  ball  crosses  the  scrimmage  line,  no  one  of  the  kicker's  side  can 
touch  or  recover  the  ball  until  it  has  touched  an  opponent,  but  any  man 
may  recover  a  kicked  ball  which  has  not  crossed  the  line  of  scrimrfiage. 

Under  Rule  21,  Section  7,  the  words,  "or  anyone  connected  with  the 
teams,"  have  been  added. 

Rule  23,  Section  8 — A  foul  committed  behind  the  goal  line  which  does 
not  involve  change  of  possession  of  the  ball  is  penalized  one-half  distance 
to  the  goal  line  from  the  spot  w^here  the  ball  w^as  put  in  play.  Section  1 1 
has  been  expanded  by  the  instruction  to  the  Referee  that  he  shall  explain 
alternative  penalties  to  the  captain  of  the  offended  team. 

Rule  24 — The  Referee  alone  shall  have  a  whistle,  but  a  pistol  is  recom- 
mended to  the  timekeeper  i^  nolif v^  the  Refere^  qf  the  expiration  of  time. 


Foot  Ball  Rules  Committee's  Report 

To  the  Xational  Collegiate  Athletic  Assoc iatioti: 

In  the  reports  of  yovir  Committee  for  the  last  three  years  we  have  expressed 
our  opinion  that  no  fundamental  chanyes  in  the  rules  seem  to  be  required. 
Nothing  in  the  experience  of  last  season  has  tcmded  to  alter  that  opinion. 
On  the  contrary,  evidence  continues  to  accumulate  that  the  task  which  your 
('(immittee  undertoolv  some  fifteen  years  ago  of  gradually,  through  *^  the 
medium  of  the  rules,  changing  the  game  of  American-Rugby  foot  ball  from 
one  that  was  brealdng  a  closed  mass  formation  and  probably  too  hazardous 
a  game  over  into  an  open,  running  game  free  from  unnecessary  hazards,  has 
been  practically  accomplished.  If  we  will  look  back  at  the  game  of  fifteen 
years  ago,  visualize  the  conditions  under  which  it  was  being  played,  and 
compare  it  with  the  game  of  last  season,  we  find  that  a  mos^t  gratifying, 
wholesome,  and  we  believe  permanent,  change  has  taken  place.  We  think 
it  is  also  a  fair  statt  nient  that  in  this  change  practically  all  that  was  best 
in  the  old  game  has  been  preserved  and  that  most  of  the  things  that  then 
came  in  for  just  criticism  have  been  eliminated.  It  is  also  clear  that  certain 
very  desirable  features  have  been   added. 

The  game  has  bren  made  much  safer;  injuries  are  relatively  much  fewer 
and  less  serious,  and  th(>re  se(  nis  to  be  no  inherent  hazanls  in  the  game  today 
ix'yond  those  which  are  inevitable  in  any  sport,  and  esi)ecially  in  a  sport 
which  includes  among  its  elements  spee<l  and  physical  contact.  Of  the 
comparatively  few  instances  of  serious  injuries  during  the  past  season, 
practically  all  occurretl  in  teams  of  secondary  schoids  or  other  teams  where 
the  players  were  competing  with  very  little  training  and  practically  no 
supervision. 

The  old  mass  play  with  its  pulling,  pushing  and  piling  up  has  disai)peared. 
Along  with  it  has  gone  0.1  per  c(  nt  of  the  intentional  infractions  of  the  rules, 
notably  bedding,  roughing  in  the  line,  and  the  unnecessary  roughness  that  too 
often  occurred  after  tlie  forward  progress  of  the  ball  had  been  stopped. 

The  olliciating  during  the  past  season  was.  we  bcdieve,  better  than  ever 
before  and  infinitely  better  than  the  officiating  of  (iftecMi  years  ago.  The 
officials,  through  thtMr  various  local  associations,  have  ecpiipped  themselves 
with  a  thorough  and  fundamental  understanding  t)f  the  rules  and  their  applica- 
tion, and  are  announcing  their  decisions  promptly,  intelligently  and  fearlessly. 
The  players  are  readily  and  without  quibble  accepting  the  decision  in  a  fine 
spirit  of  sportsmanship. 

There  are  several  distinct  and  encouraging  featun^s  to  which  attention  may 
properly  be  called  in  connection  with  the  V.)2'.j  season.  ]More  men  were 
playing  the  game  than  ever  l)pfore  in  its  history,  not  only  in  the  colleges, 
but  in  hundreds  of  the  schools  men  and  boys  played  the  game  who  were  not, 
lor  can  they  expect  to  become,  members  of  the  'varsity  or  school  teams. 
In  some  schools  there  were  fifteen  to  twenty  elevens  in  addition  to  the 
^^  regular  S(iuad.  This  was  unheard  of  and  would  have  been  essentially 
fV  impossible  under  the  old  game.  The  players  are  unquestionably  enjoying  the 
game  more  today  than  ever  before  in  its  history. 

During  the  past  two  seasons  there  has)  been  a  marked  tendency  on  the  part 

of  many  of  the  colleges  to  open  up  their  schedules  and  play  more  strong  teams. 

This  tendency  is  still  noticeable  in  the  schedules  announced  for  1924   and  is 

i^    another  indication  that  the  game  of  today  is  not  as  hard  on  the  players  as  the

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The  Foot  Ball  Code 

Both  in  play  and  by  tradition  foot  ball  is  a  distinctively  academic  game — 
the  game  of  the  schools  and  the  colleges.  The  friends  of  the  game  must 
accordingly  rely  on  the  schools  and  colleges  for  the  preservation  of  its  past 
traditions  and  the  maintenance  of  the  high  standards  of  sportsmanship  in  its 
play,  which  are  to  be  expected  in  a  distinctively  academic  game. 

In  some  sports  it  is  possible  to  attain  reasonably  higli  standards  simply  by 
the  adoption  and  enforcement  of  rules,  but  this  is  not  true  in  foot  ball. 
There  are  so  many  men  engaged  in  action,  the  action  is  so  rapid  and  so  con- 
stantly shifting,  that  it  is  impossible  for  any  official  to  discover  every  possible 
infraction  of  the  rules. 

The  Committee,  in  the  remodelling  of  the  rules  that  has  gradually  taken 
place,  has  endeavored  to  prohibit  and  suitably  penalize  all  forms  of  unfair 
tactics  and  practises.  It  has  also  endeavored,  so  far  as  possible,  without 
affecting  the  integrity  of  the  game  itself,  to  remove  special  temptation  or 
opportunity  for  unsportsmanlike  play. 

So  far  as  the  rules  themselves  are  concerned,  the  Committee  feels  that  it 
has  done  about  all  that  it  can  do,  and  it  has  been  with  continually  increas- 
ing satisfaction  that  the  members  of  the  Committee,  in  common  with  all 
other  lovers  of  the  game,  have  observed  the  rapid  improvement  in  the  stand- 
ards of  play.  Each  year  there  has  been  less  attempt  on  the  part  of  the 
players  to  "beat  the  rules,"  and  unfair  tactics  have  largely  disappeared.  The 
"anything  to  win"  coach  is  disappearing.  Officials  are  generally  more 
efficient  and  fearless  and  their  rulings  are  more  and  more  being  accepted 
without  quibbling. 

There  are,  however,  still  many  school  teams,  and  even  some  college  teams, 
that  seem  to  fail  to  recognize  that  the  first  obligation  of  every  foot  ball 
player  is  to  protect  the  game  itself,  its  reputation  and  its  good  name.  He 
owes  this  to  the  game,  its  friends  and  its  traditions.  There  can  be  little 
excuse  for  any  college  player  who  allows  the  game  to  be  smirched  with 
unsportsmanlike  tactics. 

In  the  case  of  the  players  in  the  school  teams,  however,  the  Committee  is 
inclined  to  believe  that  unsportsmanlike  play  is  due  largely  to  ignorance  of 
what  the  proper  standards  are  and  w^hat  the  great  host  of  ex-foot  ball  players 
and  friends  of  the  game  expect  from  the  boys  who  are  just  learning  it. 

For  the  benefit  of  those  who  are  just  beginning  to  learn  the  game  the 
Rules  Committee  has  decided  to  publish  in  the  official  book  of  rules  the 
following  suggestions: 

HOLDING  is  prohibited  by  the  rules  because  it  does  not  belong  in  the 
game  of  foot  ball.  It  is  unfair  play.  It  eliminates  skill.  The  slowest  man  in 
the  world  could  make  a  forty-yard  run  in  every  play  if  the  rest  of  his  team- 
mates would  hold  their  opponents  long  enough.  The  game  is  to  advance 
the  ball  by  strategy,  skill  and  speed  without  holding  your  opponent. 

Perhaps  a  good  game  could  be  invented,  the  object  of  which  would  be  to 
advance  the  ball  as  far  as  possible  nith  the  assistance  of  liolding  your  oppo- 
nents, but  it  would  not  be  foot  ball.     It  would  probably  become  a  team 
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wrestling  match  and,  unless  drastic  rules,  rigidly  enforced,  prevented  it,  a 
free  fight.  If  your  coach  cannot  show  you  how  to  gain  distance  without 
liolding  your  opponents,  get  another  coach.  It  is  fair  to  assume  that  he  does 
not  understand  the  strategy  of  the  game. 

SIDE  LINE  COACHING  is  prohibited  in  the  rules  because  it  is  con- 
sidered an  unfair  practise.  The  game  is  to  be  played  by  the  players  using 
their  own  muscles  and  their  own  brains.  If  an  onlooker,  having  seen  all  the 
hands  in  a  game  of  cards,  undertook  to  tell  one  of  the  players  what  card  to 
play,  the  other  players  would  have  just  cause  to  object. 

The  Committee  by  its  ruling  has  endeavored  to  prevent  as  far  as  practically 
possible  the  sending  in  of  substitutes  for  the  mere  purpose  of  giving  infor- 
mation as  to  the  following  play,  which  removes  the  chief  incentive  for  send- 
ing in  information. 

"BEATING  THE  BALL'*  by  an  unfair  use  of  a  starting  signal  is 
nothing  less  than  deliberately  stealing  an  advantage  from  the  other  side.  An 
honest  starting  signal  is  good  foci  ball,  but  a  starting  signal  which  has  for 
its  purpose  starting  the  team  a  fiaction  of  a  second  before  tiie  ball  is  put 
in  play,  in  the  hope  that  it  will  not  be  detected  by  the  officials,  is  nothing 
short  of  crookedness.  It  is  the  same  as  if  a  sprinter  in  a  hundred-yard  dash 
had  a  secret  arrangement  with  the  starter  to  give  him  a  tenth  of  a  second's 
warning  before  he  fired  the  pistol. 

TALKING  TO  YOUR  OPPONENTS  if  it  falls  short  of  being  abusive 
or  insulting  is  not  prohibiu-il  by  the  rules,  partly  because  it  ought  not  to  be 
necessary  and  partly  because  no  rules  can  make  a  gentleman  out  of  a 
mucker.    No  good  sportsman  is  ever  guilty  of  cheap  talk  to  his  opponents. 

TALKING  TO  OFFICIALS — When  an  oflficial  imposes  or  makes  a 
decision,  he  is  simply  doing  his  duty  as  he  sees  it.  He  is  on  the  field  repre- 
senting the  integrity  of  the  game  of  foot  ball,  and  his  decision,  even  though 
he  may  have  made  a  mistake  in  judgment,  is  final  and  conclusive  and  should 
be  so  accepted.  Even  if  you  think  the  decision  is  a  mistaken  one,  take  your  : 
medicine  and  do  not  whine  about  it.  If  there  is  anything  to  be  said,  let  your 
captain  do  the  talking.  That's  his  business.  Yours  is  to  keep  quiet  and  play 
the  game. 

THE  FOOT  BALL  CODE — You  may  meet  players  and  even  coaches 
who  will  tell  you  that  it  is  all  right  to  hold  or  otherwise  violate  the  rules  if 
you  do  not  get  caught.  This  is  the  code  that  obtains  among  sneak  thieves 
and  pickpockets.    The  crime  in  their  code  is  getting  caught. 

The  foot  ball  code  is  different.  The  foot  ball  player  who  intentionally 
violates  a  rule  is  guilty  of  unfair  play  and  unsportsmanlike  tactics,  and 
whether  or  not  he  escapes  being  penalized,  he  brings  discredit  to  the  good 
name  of  the  game,  which  it  is  his  duty  as  a  player  to  uphold.

RULE  I. 

FIELD. 

p..        .  Section  1.     The  game  shall  be  played  upon 

Dimensions.  ^  rectangular  field,  360  feet  in  length  and  160 
feet  in  width.  The  lines  at  the  ends  of  the  field  shall  be 
termed  End  Lines.  Those  at  the  sides  shall  be  termed 
Side  Lines  and  shall  extend  indefinitely  beyond  their  points 
of  intersection  with  the  goal  lines.  The  Goal  Lines  shall  be 
established  in  the  field  of  play  ten  yards  from  and  parallel 
to  the  end  lines.     The  space  bounded  by  the  goal  lines 

and  the  side  lines  shall  be  termed  the  Field  of 
Field  of  Play.    Play.     The  spaces  bounded  by  the  goal  lines, 
End  Zones.       the  end   lines  and  the  side    lines    shall    be 

termed  the  End  Zones. 
j^^^j^.^  Section  2.     These  lines  shall  be  marked  in 

*"^'  white.  The  Field  of  Play  shall  be  marked  at  in- 

tervals of  five  yards  with  white  lines  parallel  to  the  goal  lines. 

NOTE. — Previous  to  the  beginning  of  ^^^az/,  the  Referee 
shall  see  that  the  field  is  properly  marked. 

^^^j  Section  3.    The  goal  posts  shall  be  placed 

in  the  middle  of  each  goal  line,  shall  exceed 
20  feet  in  height  and  be  placed  18  feet  6  inches  apart, 
with  a  horizontal  cross-bar  10  feet  from  the  ground. 
NOTE,  — '  'Offset' *  goal  posts  are  permissible, 

RULE  IL 

BALL. 

Section  1.  The  ball  shall  be  made  of  leather,  enclosing 
a  rubber  bladder.  It  shall  be  tightly  inflated  and  shall  have 
the  shape  of  a  prolate  spheroid— Circumference,  long  axis, 
from  28  inches  to  28%  inches;  short  axis,  from  22%  inches 
to  23  inches;  Weight,  from  14  ounces  to  15  ounces. 

NOTE. — In  the  case  of  a  tvet  field  the  ball  may  be  changed 
for  a  new  one  at  the  end  of  the  second  period  at  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  Referee.

RULE  IIL

Substitutes  Section  2.    A  player  may  be  substituted 

for  another  at  any  time,  but  before  engaging 
in  play  he  must  report  to  the  Referee  or  Umpire.  After  a 
player  has  reported  to  the  proper  official  and  the  change 
has  been  made,  the  substitution  shall  be  considered  as 
completed.  An  incoming  substitute  shall  not  communi- 
cate in  any  way  with  any  of  the  players  upon  the  field 
until  after  the  ball  has  been  put  in  play,  but  a  player 
substituted  at  the  start  of  the  second  half  may  communi- 
cate with  the  other  players.  In  case  any  change  in  the 
position  of  players  is  rendered  necessary  by  the  substi- 
tution, the  substitute  going  in  may  give  that  information 
only  through  the  Referee.  In  case  the  substitute  sent  in 
is  to  take  the  place  of  the  man  who  had  regularly  been 
giving  signals  previous  to  his  removal  from  the  game,  the 
man  sent  in  may  give  the  signal,  but  without  consultation 
with  the  players  until  after  the  ball  has  been  put  in  play. 
If  the  man  who  has  been  giving  signals  is  not  removed 
from  the  game  when  a  new  player  comes  in  for  the  pur- 
pose of  giving  signals,  the  former  must  give  the  signal  on 
the  play  following.  A  player  who  has  been  withdrawn 
from  the  game  before  the  start  of  the  third  period  may 
return  at  any  time  during  the  second  half.  A  player 
withdrawn  during  the  second  half  may  not  return  to  the 
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game.      A  player  who  has  been  disquahfied  or  suspended 
shall  be  debarred  from  further  participation  in  the  game. 

PENALTY  (Referee^  Umpire) 

Fop  not  reporting— Loss  of  5  yards.  If  in  the  opinion 
of  tine  Referee  tiie  incoming  substitute  lias  had  no 
opportunity  to  report  to  the  official,  and  he  does  not 
In  any  way  interfere  with  the  play  or  communicate  with 
the  players,  the   Referee  need    not  inflict  the  penalty. 

For  incoming  substitute  communicating  with  players 
on  field  before  ball  is  put  in  play— Loss  of  15  yards. 

For  illegal  return— The  player  shall  be  suspended 
from  thegameand  his  team  shall  be  penalized  half  the 
distance  to  the  goal  line  from  the  spot  of  the  down 
during  which  the  illegal  substitution  was  made.  If  play 
shall  have  intervened  between  the  Illegal  substitution 
and  its  discovery,  the  penalty  shall  be  enforced  from 
the  spot  where  the  illegal  substitution  was  discovered. 
If  the  illegal  substitution  takes  place  between  the 
making  of  a  touchdown  and  the  next  kick-off,  the 
penalty  shall  be  inflicted  at  the  kick-off. 

NOTE.  — The  Committee  deprecates  putting  in  of  substi- 
tutes for  the  purpose  of  conveying  information. 


Section  3.  No  player  having  projecting 
of'pia'^ers'  i^^ils  or  iron  plates  on  his  shoes  or  any  pro- 
ayers.  jecting  metallic  or  hard  substance  on  his 
person  shall  be  allowed  in  the  game.  Leather  cleats  on  the 
shoes  shall  be  allowed,  but  under  no  conditions  are  cleats 
to  be  dangerously  sharp.  If  head,  hand  or  wrist  protectors 
are  worn,  no  sole  leather,  papier  mache  or  other  hard  or 
unyielding  substance  shall  be  used  in  their  construction. 
All  devices  for  protection  must  be  so  arranged  and  padded 
as,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Umpire,  to  be  without  danger 
to  other  players.  Shoulder  guards  must  be  as  thoroughly 
padded  on  the  outside  as  on  the  inner  side.  The  Umpire 
with  the  aid  of  the  other  officials  shall  rigidly  enforce 
every  phase  of  this  rule, 

PENALTY  (Umpire)

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RULE  IV. 

LENGTH    OF   GAME. 

Section  1.  The  length  of  the  game  shall 
Length  of  ^Q  QQ  minutes,  divided  into  four  periods  of 
Perio  8.  ^^  minutes  each,  exclusive  of  time  taken  out, 

although  it  may  be  of  shorter  duration  by  mutual  agree- 
ment between  representatives  of  the  contesting  teams.  In 
case  no  such  agreement  has  been  reached  ten  minutes  after 
the  time  scheduled  for  beginning  the  game,  the  Referee  shall 
order  the  game  to  proceed  and  the  full  time  shall  be  played. 

In  case  either  team  is  not  ready  to  play  within  ten  minutes 
after  the  time  scheduled  for  beginning  the  game,  unless 
the  Referee  is  convinced  that  there  is  good  reason  for  the 
delay,  the  offending  side  shall  be  penahzed  25  yards— the 
ball  to  be  put  in  play  by  a  scrimmage.  The  offended  side 
shall  have  the  choice  of  goal  and  may  elect  whether  it  will 
put  the  ball  in  play  on  its  opponents'  25-yard  line,  or 
whether  the  offending  side  shall  put  the  ball  in  play  on  its 
own  25-yard  line.

NOTE. — Officials  may,  ivithin  their  discretion,^  caution 
players  against  infringement  of  off-side,  holding,  and 
similar  rides.  They  shall  not  do  so,  however,  with  refer- 
ence to  illegal  substitutions  or  formations. 
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Out  of  Bounds      Section  9.    The  ball  is  Out  of  Bounds  when 
either  the  ball  or  any  part  of  the  player  who 
holds  it  touches  the  ground  on  or  outside  the  side  line  or 
side  line  extended. 

When  a  ball  in  the  air  from  a  kick  or  forward  pass 
touches  a  player  any  part  of  whose  person  is  on  or  outside 
the  side  hne  or  side  line  extended  it  is  out  of  bounds.

Mere  diving  under  the  play  is  not  tripping. 

Hurdiin  Section  11.  Hurdling,  as  used  in  the  rules, 

*"^'         applies  only  to  the  man  carrying  the  ball. 

Hurdling  in  the  open  is  jumping  over  or  attempting  to 
jump  over  an  opponent  who  is  still  on  his  feet.  (A  man 
who  is  on  his  knee  may  be  hurdled  without  penalty.) 

Hurdling  in  the  line  is  jumping  over  or  attempting  to 
jump  over  a  player  on  the  line  of  scrimmage,  with  both 
feet  or  both  knees  foremost,  within  the  distance  of  5  yards 
on  either  side  of  the  point  where  the  ball  was  put  in  play. 

NOTE. — Mere  stepping  over  a  prostrate  player,  though 
the  player  so  doing  may  have  both  feet  in  the  air  at  the  same 
time,  is  not  construed  as  being  within  the  definition  or 
prohibition  of  hurdling.

NOTE.  —  The  Referee  should  never  blow  his  whistle  to 
indicate  a  foul  tvhile  the  ball  is  in  play,  but,  if  he  inadver- 
tently does  so,  the  ball  is  dead  and  the  play  shall  stop. 

Ball  is  Dead  SECTION  13.     The  Ball  is  Dead  (and  no  play 

can  be  made  with  it  except  according  to  rule) : 

When  the  Referee  blows  his  whistle  and  declares  that  a 
down,  fair  catch,  touchdown,  touchback,  safety,  goal  or 
try-for-point  has  been  made.

(6)  When  the  ball  goes  out  of  bounds  after  a  kick,  before 
touching  a  player  who  is  on-side; 

(c)  When  a  forward  pass  becomes  an  incompleted  pass, 
or  when  the  ball,  after  being  passed  forward,  goes  out  of 
bounds,  or  over  the  opponents'  end  line,  or  strikes  the 
ground  in  the  end  zone,  or  strikes  tha  opponents'  goal 
posts  or  cross-bar; 

(d)  When  any  kicked  ball,  except  one  scoring  a  goal, 
strikes  the  opponents'  goal  posts  or  cross-bar  before  being 
touched  by  a  player  of  either  side;  or,  when  a  kicked  ball, 
except  one  from  kick-off  or  free  kick,  goes  over  the 
opponents'  goal  line  before  being  touched  by  a  player  of 
either  side. 

NOTE.  —  Tne  provisions  of  Section  13  (c)  and  (d)  do  not 
apply  when  a  forward  pass  or  kick  is  made  by  a  team  from 
behind  its  own  goal  line,  and  shoidd  a  ball  so  passed  or 
kicked  strike  the  goal  posts  or  cross-bar,  play  shall  continue 
as  though  such  incident  had  not  occurred. 

(e)  When  on  a  try-f or-point  after  touchdown  the  attempt 
to  score  has  been  successful  or  not. 

(/)  During  enforcement  of  penalties. 

(g)  At  the  farthest  point  to  which  it  has  been  advanced. 

Unless  otherwise  specified  the  ball  is  dead  at  the  spot 
where  it  was  when  the  Referee  blew  his  whistle  or  declared 
it  dead. 

Touchdown  Section  14.  A  Touchdoivn  is  made  when  the 

own.  ^^jj^  lawfully  in  possession  of  a  player,  is  de- 
clared dead  by  the  Referee,  any  part  of  it  being  on,  above, 
or  behind  the  opponents'  goal  line. 

The  Referee  shall  immediately  blow  his  whistle  and  de- 
clare that  a  touchdown  has  been  made  as  soon  as  the  ball 
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has  been  carried  on,  above  or  across  the  goal  Hne,  or  upon 
the  legal  completion  of  a  forward  pass  in  the  end  zone. 

If  a  foul  is  committed  by  a  player  behind  his  own  goal 
Hne  when  the  ball  is  in  possession  of  neither  side  and  it 
deprives  an  opponent  of  an  opportunity  to  recover  the 
ball,  and  the  enforcement  of  the  penalty  would  give  pos- 
session of  the  ball  to  the  offended  side  behind  the  opponents' 
goal  line,  it  shall  count  a  touchdown  for  the  offended  side. 
If,  however,  the  ball  is  in  the  air  as  from  a  kick  when 
the  foul  is  committed,  it  shall  count  as  a  safety  against 
the  team  which  committed  the  offense. 

If  on  a  kick-off  or  free  kick,  a  foul  occurs  back  of  the 
goal  line  before  the  ball  has  been  declared  dead,  the 
penalty  shall  be  inflicted  on  the  next  play  or  kick-off  unless 
otherwise  provided  in  these  Rules. 

Touchback  Section  15.    A  Touchback  is  made  when 

the  ball  in  possession  of  a  player  guarding 
his  own  goal  is  declared  dead  by  the  Referee,  any  part  of  it 
being  on,  above,  or  behind  the  goal  line,  provided  the 
impetus  which  sent  it  to  or  across  the  line  was  given  by 
an  opponent. 

It  is  a  Touchback  when  a  kicked  ball  (other  than  one 
from  kick-off,  free  kick,  or  one  scoring  a  goal  from  the 
field)  goes  over  the  goal  line  before  being  touched  by  a 
player  of  either  side.  If  a  ball  kicked  from  the  field  of  play 
strikes  the  goal  posts  or  cross-bar  before  being  touched 
by  a  player  of  either  side,  unless  it  scores  a  goal,  it  shall 
be  considered  a  touchback. 

It  is  a  Touchback  when  a  forward  pass  made  from  the 
field  of  play  crosses  either  the  end  line  or  side  line  ex- 
tended; when  it  strikes  the  goal  posts  or  cross-bar,  or 
when  it  touches  the  ground  within  the  end  zone.  See, 
however,  Rule  XVII. ,  Section  6. 

It  is  a  Touchback  if  any  interference  with  the  interception 
of  a  forward  pass  is  committed  behind  the  opponents' 
goal  line  by  the  side  which  put  the  ball  in  play. 

If  a  player  commits  a  foul  behind  his  opponents'  goal 
line  which  would  give  the  side  defending  the  goal  posses- 
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sion  of  the  ball  had  the  foul  occurred  in  the  field  of  play, 
a  touchback  shall  be  declared. 

It  is  a  Touchback  when  a  player  on  defense  permits  a. 
ball,  kicked  by  an  opponent,  to  strike  his  person  and  then 
roll  across  his  goal  line  and  he  or  any  player  of  his  side 
then  falls  on  it  back  of  the  line. 

Not  a  It  is  not  a  Touchback  if  such  player  juggles 

Touchback.       the  ball  so  that  he  in  any  way  forces  it  over 
the  line  and  he  or  any  player  of  his  side  then  falls  on  it. 

It  may  be  a  Touchback  if  the  forward  pass  be  touched  by 
an  ineligible  man  between  the  opponents'  10-yard  line  and 
the  end  line. 

Safety.  SECTION  16.     A  Safety  is   made  when  the 

ball  in  possession  of  a  player  guarding  his  own 
goal  is  declared  dead  by  the  Referee,  any  part  of  it  being 
on,  above  or  behind  the  goal  line,  provided  the  impetus 
which  caused  it  to  pass  from  outside  the  goal  line  to  or 
behind  the  goal  line  was  given  by  the  side  defending  the 
goal.     Such  impetus  could  come  : 

(a)  From  a  kick,  pass,  snap-back,  or  fumble  by  one  of  the 
player's  own  side; 

(/;)  From  a  kick  which  bounds  back  from  an  opponent 
or  from  one  of  the  kicker's  own  side,  who,  when  struck, 
is  behind  his  goal  line.

If  a  captain  desires  to  shift  the  center,  guard  or  tackle  into 
the  back-field,  he  may  do  so  after  notifying  the  Referee;  but 
the  player  so  shifted  shall  not  again  return  to  one  of  the 
middle  line  positions.  Any  one  of  these  men  may,  however, 
be  taken  five  yards  back  without  consulting  the  Referee,  and 
may  later  return  again  to  his  position. 

If  it  be  desired  that  a  player,  occupying  the  position  of 
center,  guard  or  tackle  on  offense,  play  back  of  the  line  on 
defense,  this  is  allowable,  and  shall  not  prevent  the  player 
taking  his  place  on  the  line  of  scrimmage  from  playing 
back  of  the  line  on  offense  thereafter.     If  a  player  has  been

He  shall  keep  the  time  and  shall  use  a  stop- 
watch for  this  purpose.  He  shall  start  the  watch,  not  when 
the  Referee  orders  play  to  begin,  but  when  the  ball  is 
actually  put  in  play. 

He  shall  notify  the  captains  of  the  time  remaining  for  play 
not  more  than  ten  nor  less  than  five  minutes  before  the  end  of 
each  half  ;  and  he  may,  upon  inquiry,  give  the  approximate 
remaining  time  to  a  captain  at  any  time  during  the  game, 
provided  he  does  not  comply  with  such  a  request  more  than 
three  times  during  the  last  five  minutes  of  either  half. 

Section  3.  He  shall  also  watch  for  infractions  of  the 
rule  regarding  interference  on  forward  pass  plays.  See 
RuleXVL,  Sections.

Approved  Ground  Rules 

The  following  ground  rules  shall  apply  unless  they  be  altered  by  mutual 
agreement  of  representatives  of  the  two  teams  before  the  game: 

la.  A  kick-ofiF  or  free  kick  or  any  kicked  ball  not  scoring  a  goal,  which 
crosses  the  goal  line  and  goes  into  the  stand  or  among  the  spectators, 
shall  count  as  a  touchback. 

b.  A  blocked  kick  which  after  being  blocked  crosses  the  kicker's  goal 
line  and  goes  into  the  stand  or  among  the  spectators  shall  count  as 
a  safety. 

c,  A  ball  passed  backward  across  the  goal  line  which  goes  into  the 
stand  or  among  the  spectators  shall  count  as  a  safety. 

2a.  A  blocked  kick  which  goes  over  the  side  line  fence  or  among  the 
substitutes  shall  belong  to  the  side  blocking  the  kick  at  the  point 
where  the  ball  crossed  the  side  line. 

b.  A  fumbled  ball  which  goes  over  the  side  line  fence  or  among  the 
substitutes  shall  belong  to  the  side  whose  player  last  touched  it  in 
the  field  of  play,  at  the  point  where  the  ball  crossed  the  side  line. 
Note — This  rule  does  not  apply  to  forward  passes. 

c.  If  sucli  fumbled  ball  shall  have  been  last  touched  in  the  field  of 
play  simultaneously  by  opposing  players,  it  shall  belong  to  the  side 
which  did  not  put  it  in  play;  or,  provided  the  fumble  ensued  from 
a  kick,  to  the  side  which  did  not  kick  the  ball.

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Approved   Rulings 

Al.  the  1923  meeting  of  the  Foot  Ball  Rules  Committee,  it  was  decided 
to  publish  as  supplementary  to,  but  not  as  a  part  of,  the  foot  ball  rules 
themselves,  an  official  list  of  approved  rulings  or  decisions.  New  rulings 
will  be  added  from  year  to  year  as  action  may  seem  to  require. 

The  relation  between  the  foot  ball  rules  and  these  decisions  or  approved 
rulings  is  analogous  to  the  relation  between  the  statutory  laws  and  the 
decisions  of  the  Supreme  Court.  These  decisions  have  all  the  force  of  law 
until  the  decision  is  overruled  or  the  law  is  changed. 

In  Every  Instance  Team  "A"  is  Offensive  Team  and  Team  "B" 
Defensive  Team.    Neiu  Rulings  Indicated  by  a  Star  (*). 

1.  Rule  6,  Sec.  2 — Center  of  Team  A  seeing  an  opponent  off-side,  lifts  the 

ball  off  the  ground  and  claims  off-side  play.     Referee  rules:     Ball  has 
not  been  snapped. 

2.  Rule  6,  Sec.  13(a) — Player  of  Team  A  carrying  ball  is  downed  on  his 
opponents'  one-yard  line  and  his  momentum  causes  him  to  slide  across 
the  goal  line  wiiile  in  the  grasp  of  the  tackier.  Referee  rules:  No 
touchdown.    Ball  is  on  one-yard  line. 

3.  Rule  6,  Sec.  14 — There  is  a  loose  ball  in  the  end  zone.  A  player  of 
Team  A  is  in  position  to  fall  upon  it,  when,  to  prevent  this,  a  player 
of  Team  B  kicks  the  ball.
